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DISCRETION AND POWERS OF COURT 


Discretion 20 . ( 1) The jurisdiction to decree specific performance is discre 
as to decree - tionary , and the court is not bound to grant such relief merely

arbitrary but sound and reasonable, guided by judicial principles 
and capable of correction by a court of appeal.
